Danish homeland, plus the Faroes 
and Greenland. But Denmark's glo¬ 
ry lies in other fields. The shadow 
of the civilized Denmark of today, 
where few have too much, still few 
er too little, stretches back to the 
Middle Ages, when Denmark was 
the first country to eradicate lepro¬ 
sy, and to 1802 when Denmark led 
the world in abandoning the slave 
trade. 

Danish manufacturing skill devel¬ 
oped late owing to the lack of pow¬ 
er. Denmark is low-lying country; 
her rivers seldom originate high en¬ 
ough to provide sufficient pressure 
to drive a reasonably hefty water¬ 
wheel, and water reserves are lim¬ 
ited. 

If Danish rivers had flowed as 
freely as David Hohnen’s excellent- 
translation there would have been 
less difficulty. A History of the King¬ 
dom of Denmark costs Kr. 34,- in 
a paper back and Kr. 38,00 bound. 
So handsome a book deserves to 
have the extra Kr. 4,00 spent on it.

LIGHT ON DANISH HISTORY 


A History Of The Kingdom Of 
Denmark, Host & Son, Copenhagen 
1960 

To most of us the darkness of Dan¬ 
ish history is illustrated by little 
more than a couple of anecdotes. 
King Canute of Denmark and Eng¬ 
land showed his flattering courtiers 
that he did not command the waves 
and thus became a Great King. At 
Copenhagen eight hundred years lat¬ 
er Nelson put his telescope to his 
blind eye, ignored an order * and 
went on fighting the Danes. After 
that he sent- them a letter calling 
them the Brothers of Englishmen. 

Nelson’s view is one all of us ac¬ 
cept; happily we do not feel the 
need to go on quarreling with them 
to prove it. There is in any case 
the fact that in the year 900 A.D. one 
inhabitant in four in England was 
Danish or of Danish descent. But 
the long stretch between the Viking 
era which culminated in Canute and 
the unhappy affair at Copenhagen 
is to most of us almost a historical 
vacuum. 

The reason for this says Palle 
Lauring, is that after Canute the 
two countries went their separate 
ways. England’s way lay south and 
westwards, reaching out further and 
further into the great oceans. Den¬ 
mark’s way lay more to the east 
and north. Why Denmark should 
look more eastwards appears from 
the opening chapters of the fascin¬ 
ating book. As Scandinavia emerged 
from the Ice Age, what is now Swe¬ 
den was cut in two through the line 
of the great lakes, and the lower 
part of present-day Sweden was Dan¬ 
ish. And it might perhaps still have 
been so if all the Danish Kings had 
had the political wisdom of Canute. 
Unhappily, they exploited the situ¬ 
ation which gave them command of 
both sides of the entrance to the
